In giving the or aniz ition care should 
be taken to distinguish the arm of the 
service, as infantry, cavalry, artillery, 
etc., and if a person served under an as- 
sumed name, bis statement should be 
made to cover both t h e name under 
which he served and the name by which 
he is now known.

railroad, or as it is sometimes called the 
American 
Midland.

Wayne; Peter McCadden, 
of Memphis, Tenn.; K. Simon, of New 
York. William O. Dorxiin, of New York,

cago. 
Some represented syndicates, 
others individuals and companies. 
The 
history of the road in 
question is 
familiar to almost every one. It was 
commenced about two years ago and 
was to be, when finished, a great east 
and west trunk line between Eed Bank, 
Fa., and Chicago. The financial back- 
ing to the scheme was not what it 
should have been, however, and one 
section of the line built ñrom Find- 
ley, O., to Glendorf, four miles west of 
Ottawa, was all that was completed. 
The road never ^ew after its birth, and 
the great trunk line hauled in its trunk 
and squatted down on twenty-three 
short miles of track in Ohio. 


The property and franchise were sold 
under a decree of the United States cir- 
cuit court for the Western Division of 
the northern district of Ohio. The bid- 
ding was anything but lively. To the 
marshal's "What do I 
hear?" Mr. 
Simon, of New York, answered $100,000. 
William A. Lynch, acting for WiUiam 
C. Domin, of New York, immediately 
raised this 
to $101,000. Here the 
bidding stopped. Mr. Simon and his 
party put their heads together for a few 
moments and decided to withdraw 
from the contest. The road was then 
knocked down to Mr. Dornin at the 
amount above mentioned. 
Mr. Domin 
some time since purchased a majority 
of the liens against the property. With 
his associates he will soon complete the 
line to Fo t Wayne, Ind. The road 
will be known as tíie. Findlay, Fort 
Wayne and Western, and will be eighty 
miles in length. Work will be com- 
menced at once, and will be pushed to 
completion as fast as possible.

It was 
commenced about two years ago and 
was to be, Vi hen finished, a great east 
and west trunk line between Bed Bank, 
Pa., and Chicago. The financial back- 
ing to the scheme was not what it 
should have been, however, and one 
section of the line built from Find- 
ley, 0., to Glendorf, four miles west of 
Ottawa, was all that was completed. 
The road never grew after its birth, and 
the great trunk line hauled in its trunk 
and squatted down on twenty-three 
short miles of track in Ohio. 


The property and franchise were sold 


under a decree of the United States cir- 
cuit court for the Western Division of 
the northern district of Ohio. The bid- 
ding was anything but lively. To the 
marshal's "What do I 
hear?"

The road 
will be known as the Findlay, Fort 
Wayne and Western, and will be eighty 
miles in length. Work will be com- 
menced at once, and will be pushed to 
completion as fast as possible.
